Severed Herself 
From Associates. 


“Both Williams and Davis had a griev- 
her. The two negroes were 
friends, met occasionally. and no doubt 
discussed their grievances. His expulsion 
from the boarding house preyed upon Wil- 
liams’ mind tie talked of it constantly 
and threatened to sue Mrs. Elias in the 
courts. 4 

“Mrs. Elias knew a good thing when she 
saw it. She had a rich protector, Willing to 
squander his money on her. In order to 
have him all to herself she moved to the 
fine house in Central Park west, where she 
now lives. She completely severed herself 
from her past associates. That was the 
only way to prevent her former companions 
in viee from sharing in the secret of her 
relations with the old millionaire, from 
whom she was to get her fortune.

MAUME, Iil., June 7,—John Robinson, 
who yesterday shot and killed his wife 
and her brother-in-law, Shep Atterberry, 
at his home, is thought to be dying. He 
is closely guarded by deputy sheriffs at 
his mother's home, and should he recover 
he will be arrested on a doUple charge of 
murder in the first @egree on the finding 
of the coroner’s jury.

SENT 10 PRISON 


Hearing to Determine Cause of Death 
of “Cesar” Young Awaits In- 
vestigation of Recorder. 


“BILLY” ~ IS SISTER-IN-LAW 


Detectives Think Purchase of Weapon 
Will Be Traced to San 
Francisco. 


NEW YORK, June 7.—Detectives at work 
on the shooting of Bookmaker Frank T. 
Young, which occurred in a cab here last 
Saturday, are slowly tracing the history 
of the revolver which caused the horse- 
man’s death. Around the ownership of 
the weapon may evolve a solution of the 
whole affair. Young's friends all assert 
that he never carried a pistol, and the in- 
timate of ‘‘Nan"” Patterson, who was with 
Young in the cab, declare-she had a hor- 
ror of weapons. 

Some progress has been made in trac- 
ing the revolver—enough to indicate that 
it may have been purchased ineSan Fran- 
Risco. It was manufactured in Spring- 
field, Mass., bore the factory number 7,- 
050, was purchased by a firm here, and 
sold by them in 1898 or 1899. 


The firm’s records for those years have 
been destroyed, but the dealers express | 
the belief that the revolver was among , 
a lot shipped to San Francisco. If this | 
should prove true, the owner of the fatal 
weapon may be identified, as four of the 
persons directly connected with the trag- 
edy are well-known in San Francisco. 

A strict search of pawnshops has failed 
to develop any information which would 
lead to the belief that the revolver was 
purchased in this city, and the detec- 
tives are hopeful that a valuable clew may 
be obtained in California. 


Proceedings in the case were begun yes- 
terday before Coroner Nichols Brown, and 
‘Nan’ Patterson, was held in $5000 bail. 
This she was unable to furnish, and was 
sent to the Tombs.

THE EXCISE COMMISSIONERSHIP. 


The guilt or innocence of Excise Commissionr Seibert under 


the indictment charged against him is a question to be settled 

in court by the law and the evidence. But regardless of the 

prosegittion, there is a mofal indictment against the office and 
the nifanner in which it has been conducted, which is empha- 
sized by the legal indictment of Mr. Seibert. 

Ostensibly framed and passed for the purpose of placing in 
controk-of the saloons of this city an officer appointed by the 
_governor, who would be removed from the saloon influence, (thé 
office was really intended to be and has been a convenient means 
of securing for the Democratic organization a tribute from the 
saloons and of richly rewarding a party worker. It placed the, 
state machine directly in control of the saloons, with power to 
make them contribute, through its fees and otherwise, to the 
Democratic party’s campaign fund. 

According to the testimony of ex-Senator Peers, the argument 
used with him by William J. Stone, then ex-governor and legal 
adviser of the excise commissioner, and now United States 
senator, to defeat a bill making the office a salaried place 
was that the large fees supplied a convenient revenue to be | 
drawn upon by the Democratic party when it needed funds. 
This atgument has been used to defeat every measure designed 
to turm the fees from saloon licenses into the state treasury. 
The treasury has been robbed for the benefit of the party. 

For years the Post-Dispatch has pointed out the error of 
the fee system in this office, the temptation it offered the in- 
¢umbent to multiply saloons, the power it gave the party to 
utilize the saloon power and the saloon purse for party pur-. 
pose. It has demanded of every legislature that it abolish the 
fee system and make the office salaried, but the best measure 
that could be obtained was a reduction of the pay of the com- 
missioner. 

It is to be hoped that a legislature will be elected under the

amend the excise law and place the office upon a sound basis. 
The first necessary thing to do is to abolish the fee system, 
against which lies the greatest objection. If the men who are

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Prison Officials Blamed for Tragedy 
Resulting From Locking Two 
Brutal Men in Same Cell. | 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHESTER, Pa., June 7.—It is expected 
here that Cornelius Bush, the negro who 
was last week found guilty of murder in 
the first degree by a Philadelphia jury be- 
he beheaded his cellmate, James 
Pratt, in the Eastern penitentiary, will 
never be haneed. This belief is brought 
about by the revelations that have come 
to light here since the conviction of Bush, 
which tends to show that Pratt was three 
times a murderer, and that Bush, in putting 
him to death. was simply cheating the 
gallows of their ultimate inevitable prey. 

It is said that the novel plea will 
made before the board of pardons in 
behalf of Bush that the officials of the 
Eastern penitentiary are to a certain de- 
gree blamable for the terribie tragedy 
within he prison walls, because they knew 
that both Pratt and Bush were men of 
murderous impulses, and that to place 
them together in a cell where they must 
inevitably quarrel was folly, amounting al- 
most to criminality, in view of the fact 
that both men were sentenced to “solitary

and separate confinement.” 

Glenn C. Mead, attorney for Bush, will 
go before Judge Sulzberger in Philadelphia 
to ask for a new trial for Bush. If the 
court denies the application the case will 
go to the. Pardon Board, which will be in- 
formed that the penitentiary officials 
placed the men together in a cell when it 
was known that both had been repeatedly 
convicted of atrocious assault, and that 
neither would stick at murder. It is prob- 
able, also, that the Pardon Board will be in- 
formed that the Chester police now have 
in their possession evidence showing that 
Pratt had murdered at least one man, 
and that he had probobly murdered two 
others. This evidence the police could not 
secure while Pratt was alive, because he 
Was the terror of the Tenderloin in Ches- 
ter, and no one dared to testify against him. 
Accordingly, he c«scaped punishment fer 
many of his misdeeds and crimes, Dut 
Clrief Leary stated today that there is now 

difficulty in getting evidence to prove 
that the man was a murderer. 

Several years ago the headless body of 
Dougherty was found on the Phila- 
Reading Railway at the foot of 
Welsh street, and suspicion pointed to Pratt 
ax the author of that crime. It was said 
by residents of Bethel court that Dougherty 
attempted te get upon a train :ind lost his 
life in that way. but the police have just 
iearned from some of the people of the 
court who have no longer occasion to fear 
that Dougherty and Pratt were together 
early in the evening; the stranger was de- 
coved inte Pratt's den, where he was given 
drugged whisky, robbed, and when he re- 
vived and demanded his money was beaten 
until expecting that the man
